At last year’s meeting the ever- 
increasing cost of operating the 
fleet, and the heavy inroads which 
have to be made ints our resources 

to maintain vessels—many of ad- 
vanced: age—to the high standard 
of upkeep now demanded, was re- 
ferred to; and although every 
effort has been exerted, during the 
year under review, to keep our 
running costs down to 2 minimum, 
and to inaugurate wherever pos- 
sible schemes for more economic 
working, I regret that generally 
speaking the difficulties in many 
cases have been found insurmount- 
able. .

“WATER 


water depends upon the presence of 
the salts of lime and magnesia other 
than the carbonates, It may be 
‘produced also by iron or alum. 
Waters possessed of temporary or 
of permanent hardness alone are 
rare, Usually, temporary and per- 
manent hardness occur together and

{softer it is. Upland surface waters 


are the softest of all,,but both. as 
{regards these and the underground 
{waters it is entirely a question of 
soil and strata. 

The gréat difficulty with a soft 
water is that in storage and dis- 
tribution it may exhibit what is 
known ‘as a plumbo-solvent power 
and act upon lead. 


A Distinct Acidity 
This plumbo-solvency is most 
marked in peaty waters froma 
moorland source and depends upon 
the fact that such waters have a 
distinct acidity due to the presence

Organic matters are more 
seriously regarded from the point 
of view of contamination :than 
minerals. ‘They may he of either 
animal or. vegetable origin, and are 
‘either picked up by the water from 
the surfaces upon which it falls or 
added to it while it ig flowing to or 
after it has reached the places 
where it is to. collect. 


Falling ona roof the water may 
pick up vegetable matter or bird 
droppings, falling on soil it may 
take manurial or other kinde of con- 
tamination. Flowing over the .sur- 
face it may be contaminated in this 
way also; and flowing along in a 
channel above or below ground as a 
stream or river, ar-when collected in 
wells, lakes, reservoirs, and such 
like it may have contaminating sub- 
stances passed into it from’ manure 
heaps, from cesspools, yr from 
drains or sewers so defective as 
allow their contents to escape, 

The presence of organic.-matter, 


jas shown by chemical analysis, al- 


ways suggests contamination with 
Sewage. and filth, and when these 
are present germs also are generally 
present, 

Germs 


The rain as it falls through the 
air picks up a certain number; the 
majority, however, are added after 
the water has reached the ground. 
The usual run of organisms present 
are quite harmless, and include 
several rarely seen elsewhere than 
in water and others commonly 
present in the air,

In. relation to Jead - poiséning, 
upland or moorland surface waters, 
because of their tendency to act on 
metal, are most important. 

The lead taken ‘up by the water 
comes mainly from lead’ Pipes and 
lead-lined cisterns, though lead- 
lined or soldered vessels, kettles, 
and cooking appliances may also 
yield a certain amount. In districts 
in which peaty waters capable of 
acting on lead is supplied, tap water 
has frequently been shown to con-

Since it is a acid water that 
exerts the eaten iene onlead, 
the course ‘usually “adopted as: re- 
gards prevention is either to harden 
the water by adding~ lime or. to 
neutralise the acid by the addition 
of soda or other alkali. Not un- 
commonly: both . alkalinisation and 
hardening are carried out by the 
addition of a mixture of lime and 
soda. 

The effect exercised by jime is 
mainly on: ‘phumbo-stlvent: 
erosive ability of the water. is not 
reduced, it may even be increased. It 
is not,. however, 80 important as the 
solvent action, and is most marked 
on clean, bright lead. surfaces. 

In districts in which the water 
is known to have a plumbo-solvent 
power lead.pipes should be used as 
little as possible. -Lead-lined

Lime Filtered Off 

In the .Porter-Clark method, in- 
stead of allowing the precipitate to 
fall dewn, the water is forced 
through ‘layers of canvas. or cloth 
by ‘means of which the lime is. 

In this way a consider- 
able amount of time is saved, though 
the process is rather more costly 
than the. other. 

These methods affect only the 
temporary hardness. If the per- 
manent hardness is to be reduced, 
soda’ must - be employed.

The status of the. shipbuilding in- 
dustry ofi the United | States ig in- 
dicated by the fact. that during the 
year just passed. & considerably 
‘small volume of, merchant tonnage 
was liunched- than in 
months in the past twenty years. It 
js often asked why the Unlied States 
cannot compete successfully in the 
price if ships with other eountries. 
“A detailed study. of this paint has 
been made by the National Couricil 
of American Shipbuilders; and it has 
been found that the chief cause lies 
in ‘the higher standard: of living 
here, 2s compared with ‘other nations, 
and the consequent necessity for 
creased labour costs. Workers 
American.‘ shipyards, for instance, 
are paid’ alnio: double the wages of 
those in’ British plants; and as the 
British pay -is higher than that of 
‘eountries ft ‘will ‘be 
seen that the shipyards of the Unit- 
ad~States are under a formidable 
handicap in a world-wide competi- 
tion. 

It is also often cited that other 
“American industries than shipbuild- 
‘ing—notably automobile manufactur- 
ing—lo successfully compete with 
foreign industry. The chief reason 
for this lies in mass production. If 
had to meet 
the problem of producing ptandardis- 
ed merchant vessels in large numbers, 
then, this industry could undoubtedly 
Leet the competition of ‘other na- 
tions, . . . 

But the varied trade routes. that 
determine the types of merchant ves- 
sels necessary for service therein, the 
almost -constant. process of evolution 
of their machinery and equipment, 
the changing requirements of own- 
“ers for passenger accommodations 
and cargo space, and the limited de- 
mand for merchant vessels with. an 
estimated average service of . 20 
years when eompared with the great 
demand for' automobiles for many 
ther articles of mechanical produc- 
tion are factors that contribute to 
make a merchant vessel a highly 
specialised unit of production, and 
to exclude it from. the benefits to be 
derived from mass production. 

: Comparison With 1914 

Increase in shipbuilding costs in 
the United States were snalysed  re- 
cently by the National Council of 
American Shipbuilders, “and it was 
found that, as compared with 1914, 
costs of materials are onc and a half 


n 


two and a half times greater. And 
it is estimated that the net cost of 
a typical ship, with the same over- 
head ag then, would be about 95 
per cent. greater than in 1914. 

‘So great is the handicap in coals 
between the United States and her 
nearest competitor, Great Britain,. it 
is found on research, that while: as- 
suming that ‘the overhead in British 
yards and the labour efficiency there 
axe practically the same as in . this 
country, the cost of an American 
69: per. cent. 
more than for a British one. ° On 
tankers the differential is . 60 per 
cent; and for combination passenger 
| and cargo jiners, 54 per cent. 

It may be interesting to review 
briefly. the’ status: of world produc. 
tion of merchant shipping during the 
past twenty years. This period falls

The. remnants .of the Kwangsi 
forces having retreated from. Liu- 
chow to Kweiping, a city in the 
Chumehow district of Kwangsi, their 
commanders deputed two -representa- 
tives to Wurthow to inform Generals 
Yu Tsok-pak, Li Ming-shu and Yong 
Teng-fei that, in order to avoid fur- 
ther devastation by war in Kwangsi, 
the commanders were willing to sur- 
xender (with. their troops) to the 
National Government and that. the 
city of Kweiping would weleome the 
entrance of the’ Government: troops. 
The pro-Government Generals: insist- 
ed, however, that Generals Pei Chung- 
hsi and Wong Shiu-hung shonld first 
send a circular telegram to announce 
their resignation from their command 
and their intention to go abroad; 
otherwise, there was no . room for 
negotiation. vT 

When ‘the delegates returned with 
this condition to the remnants’ camp 
in Kweiping, a conference was call- 
ed to consider the ‘question of either 
holding. out or surrendering. 

At first, there were a number in 
favour of Pei Chung-hsi and Wong 
Shiu-hung leaving Kwangsi, as the 
situation was hopelessly. against 
them; “but it was finally decided” to 
defend the city to the last.

OLD MALACCA 


AN HISTORIC AD AND CHARMING 
TROPICAL TOWN : 


UNSPOILT BY COMMERCIALISM 
No “ spot in the’ whole of British 
Malaya, perhaps in.the . whole ‘of the 
East Indies, can vie with Mslacea in 
historic interest and charm, . writes 
Edward E. Long; C.B.E., in “Overseas.” 
There ig no place like it—where the 
ancient and modern is blended so de- 
licatdy that each serves to enhance the 
beauty of the other. Malacca town 
to-day ‘is the capital of the province 
of that name, which is one of the most 
flourlshing sectlons ‘of: "the British- 
colony. of the Straits Settlements, 
owing its prosperity to rubber, but the 
Malacca. of the past “was far greater 
4 ‘than ‘this; it. was the first settlemént 
of the ‘Malays onthe mainiand of what 
is now British Malaya, who “went 
thither. from Sumatra, and from there 
spread throughout the country, driving 
its Scki and Semang inhabitants to the 
jungles ami mountains, where they 
since. 
Malays’ had settled in the island of 
Singapore as eprly as 1360, possibly 
Jearlier, but seventeen years ‘later they 


nihilated. The few- survivors fled. to 
Malacca, and the Malays. settled there 
already had, by the year 1405, estah- 
lished a kingdom of. sufficient,.import- 
ance to send envoys to. Chinn and to 
bé. recognised by that natio, The 
Ghinese ‘traded With ‘the Malays ‘and 
took such an interest’ in Malacca that 
we fiid, in the year 1409, the [mperial] 
Chong Ho, bringing. to the 
Malayan Sultan an order from the Em- 
perer of China, and a silver seal, 

cap, a girdle, and a long robe, The 
order raised Malacca to the status. of 
a. city, the land was termed a king- 
dom, and from then onwards, tntil the 


coming-of the Europeans, Malacca con- |" 


jgidered itself under Chinése_protec- 


But notwithstanding: this, and the 
strong incentive to live at peace with 
all men and to profit considerably by. 
their .rapidly-expanding trade, the 
Malays of Malacca, preferred ¢ state 
of fighting and intrigue, and the annals 
of the Sultans of those days show & 
long record -of murder and* sudden 
Thus Malacca was ready for 
the strong hand of a. neweomer, who 
came in the guise of the Portuguese. 

For nearly a hundred years the Por- 
tuguese were unchallenged in their pos- 
session by any other European power. 
The Malays, driven out, established 
in Johore, in Pahang, and along the 
coastof Perak and Selangor, and froy 
time to time, often with the assistance 
of Sumatran Sultans, they harried the 
Portuguese, who, inspite of this, “ pro- 
ceeded with their work of colonisation 
so thoroughly that eventually the colony 
possessed a governor’s palace, a 
bishop’s palace, substantial Govern.- 
ment buildings, acharity , hospital, five 
eliurches within the town walls, and 
eight without. Hither came thé famous 
missionary of the Roman Church—St. 
Francis Xavier—to preach‘and to set. 
forth on a mission to: the further East, 
and hitherto his body was brought—to 
rest for a time in the Chape! on the

The challenge to the Portuguese 
came from-the Dutch. Successful’ in 
trading with the Malays whohad set- 
tled in Johoré, and having no wish to 
interfere’ with | their religion, Islam, 
‘they obtained the aid of the Malays in 
attacking Malacca. Early in 1906 
Cornelius Matlief de Jonge and Steven 
Vander Hagen, assisted by a fleet of 
native prahus, stormed the city: from: 
the sea, succeeded in-lending, and cap- 
tured some outposts, but the arrival of

As a trading post it never 
paid its way, but they were content to 
keep out the Portuguese, and Malacca 
was a base for the other small. stations 
of the TDiutch“in- Malaya, in Perak, 
Belangor and the Dindings. Several j 
times ithe place was attacked by the 
Malays. Then Napoleon made use of 
the Duteh Fleet and. colonies in -the 
struggle against England, and Matacca 
town and fort. were captured by a Bri-

memories -of the past. It. has. seen

portance is based not on its facilities as 
In port, but on its position as the ad- 
‘ministrative hendquarters. of ‘the Pro- 
vince ‘of Malacca.

For my. part T am glad this is so, 
for it preserves the place unspoiled. 
by the modern commercialism. For 
those who love the quietness and quaint- 
ness of an oldtime town, Malacca Is. a 
thing of joy.. It is curious blending of 
East and West such as you shall see in 


few other-places in the sworld, and no- |" 


where more perfectly. “The old wea- 
ther-stained buildings of ‘Portuguese 
Don and Dutch’ Mynheer lie scattered 
amongst the ornate houses of wealthy 
Chinese and -modern European: bunga- 


lows," whilet not ‘far distant are the’ 


humble dwellings, ‘bamboo’ and leaf- 
thatched of the Malay. ‘~ 

A hill, around whick and on which 
ruins of the’ old Portuguese and Dutch 
fortifications still remain, has on ‘its 
crest the roofless. Chapel of Our Lady 
of the Mount, afterwards known as. 
the Chapel of St. Poul. Therein‘is a 
tablet marking the resting place of the 
body of St. Francois Xavier; there alzo 
lie the graves ‘of many a proud Por- 
tuguese knight and stout Dutch burgh- 
er, the inseriptions on the’ massive 
stone slabs, 200 to 300 years old; often 
perfectly legible. And there E witness- 
ed, on a-very special occasion, High 
Mass celebrated by. a Portuguese 
Archbishop, which was atténded by the 
many poor descendants in Malacea :to- 
day of those mighty captains who 
fought under Albuquerque, bearing 


their riames and speaking a curiously i 


ungrammatical Portuguese. 
Quaint Dutch Houses 
At the foot of this hill lies the.town, 
along’ by a small river, two streets 


devoted to the houses of the wealthier |. 


members of the Chinese. community 
Malacca has ‘possessed from ancient 
times, They are long and narrow, and 
back out on to the sea, supported on 
piles and presenting a strange appear- 
ance. Between the . hill and the sea, 
along a.coastal road, are the Govern- 
ment buildings and residences of the 
principal éfficials, - chiefly picturesque 
old Dutch houses with spacious gardens, 
looking. over to the sea close by, the 
small pier and the little verdure-clad 
island in the Roads—from which 
Dutch batteries once stormed and 
silenced ‘the forts of Malacca. 

There is a pleasant green-carpeted 


square, with quaint Dutch houses round |" 


it,-and on the slope of the hill the old 
Dutch Stadt House, where once the 
Dutch governors lived; now the Malacca 
Law. Courts. In the mercantile: quar- 
ter are few—very few—modern erec- 
tions, and all around arc small hills, 
with Mount - Ophir, gover 4,000° feet 
high, towering in. the distance, pleasant 
walks and interesting villages, wherein
